He also 
ordered a rigid curfew forbid- 
ding oli American civilians and 
military personnel .from leaving 
the air base after 8 p.m. untill 
further orders.

‘Once more the authorities 
have swooped down on. long: 
vacant residential premis 
in. the Colony, and requisi- 
tioned them for’ the room- 
hungry masses. It was—like 
that of last October—an im- 
pressive step. No less than 
five English and Chinese- 
style flats have been com- 
mandeered, and if they pack 
them in three to a room, at 
least 50 men, women and 
children can be accommodat- 
ed. This is at least .001 per 
cent of the people who are 
now inadequately housed in 
Hong Kong, so it can safely 
be said that the back of the 
problem has almost been 
broken. 

Because of our all-too- 
familiar ‘special position” 
here, it is obviously unfair 
to compare these moves with 
post-war requisitioning in 
Britain, where premises cap- 
able of housing thousands 
were summarily taken over 
week after week until satura- 
tion point was reached. of 
course, at Home the overn- 
ment had more than the 
newspapers and the Reform 
Club to deal with, and 
“squeeze” and sociaty friends 
are not given their due im- 


portance.—And of course, if. 


our PRO's office had had to 
announce that say 500 pre- 
mises had been taken over, 
it would not have been fn 
the best of taste. . 

Also, there are probably 
less than 200 pre-war flats 
now vacant, and -it~is these 
only which can be touched, 
Those .built since the re- 
occupation (or do we mean 
the liberation?) ‘ run into 
large figures on both sides of 
the harbour, despite the In- 
flux of refugees from North 
of the Yangtse in recent 
months, who were able to 
pay the modest tens of thou- 
sands of key money and the 
reasonable rentals demanded. 
By a completely understand- 
able decision of the legisla- 
ture, buildings erected since 
1945 are exempt from con- 
trol. After all, why should 
a man be expected to spend 
a. hundred thousand if he 
cannot make a million from 
its investment in times like 
these? There is no one who 
cannot applaud the wisdom 
of this continuarice of laissez 
faire. 

In the same way, the Hong 
Kong government was right 
to point out to Whitehall that 
public funds here should not 
be spent,. as at Home, in 
bullding low-priced dwell- 
ings to accommodate the 
formerly interned families 
and those whe came out to 
join commercial firms and 
rebuild Hong Kong’s pros- 
perity. This would ‘have 
been unwarrantable inter- 
ference with private enter- 
prise, and it was only. with 
hesitation that the authorities 
decided to expend lesy than 
$4,000,000 to house 26 of its 
civil service families.

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MUSICAL 
CRITICISM 


There has been a certain amount 
of feeling running high, as express- 
ed in the local English papers, as 
to musical criticism of local orches- 
tras. It appears thdt a critic ex- 
pressed himself fairly strongly as 
to'a performance by a local orches- 
tra, and a battle furious has been 
raging (on paper ) as to the rights 
and wrongs of his criticism. 

There are those who range. thein- 
selves solidly on the side of the orchos- 
tran, basing ‘all thelr premises on the 
assumption that harsh criticiuzm wll 
dampen logal efforts to protuce live 
performances of worth-while music. 
The opposition hold the view that a 
critic is entitled to express ‘nls views ° 
in nil honesty, and that good consfruc- 
live criticism’ aziever hurt anyone. 

Caution being my watch-word, far 
be It from me to Join tssuc with either 
faction, but it seems a problem where- 
on dispassionate examination of both 
sides of the question may repay the 
time spent. 

It seems to me the first step to be 
well and truly established Is by what 
right does a critic set himself up as 
be presumed ‘that a 
critic, whether he confine himself to 
books, ballet, music, drama or paint- 
ing, must be quite a profound .technl- 
cian. He must surely have a sound 
grasp of all the essential principles of 
his subject in all its varied branches; 
even better, he should be an exccutive 
musician, it seems, else how can he 
say “Mr. X. failed to interpret the 
music as we expect,” or some such 
phrase? . 


No Mercy 


Secondly, he must certainly be scru- 
pulously honest with himself and with 
the performer. Criticism cannot afford 
to be tempered with mercy. By this, 
I mean to imply the performance has 


’ been wholly inadequate and quite un- 


worthy of anything but castigation. 
Here js a case when the critic must say 
so, and not be led astray by consider- 
ing that, after all, the performers were 
but nmateurs and ‘doing thelr best, 

I go further than this on this point. 
I don’t think amateurs expect—or even 
wish—to be excused any deficiencies 


“In their” performance on—the-grounds—|- 


that they are indeed amateurs. They 
gird up thelr loins, so to speak, to pre+ 
sent a show of some sort to the public 
ond as amateurs worthy of. the name, 
they are prepared to stand or fall by 
their efforts. “To damn with faint 
praise” is probably a worse fate; - but 
to excuse partially a bad performance 
on the grounds that “they were doing 
their best” Is even worse, and no:such 
exouse js asked or needed. — ‘ 
This brings up my third line of argu- 
ment. Assuming the adverse criticism ¢ 
is both well-informed and unbiassed, - 


the true amateur—sporting something 


very akin to the trouper tradition of 
the professional stage—is spurred ‘on 
to greater efforts, 1 cannot believe 
that a really enthusiastic * amateur. is 


namyb-pamby enough to throw in the | 


towel because. of a few unkind words 
in the local Press. . ‘ 

Wt his self-confidence in-his own 
ability (and this should not be confus~ 
ed with conceit, which is.a very dit- 
ferent matter) is such as to persuade 
him to display histalents in, public, 
then adverse criticism. is cértainly not 
golng to discourage him. Much of the 
world’s finest music would be lost to 
us today if this were the case. ©

In the spring and summer of 1003, 
among the slagpits and swampy ficlds 
of Great Wyriey, near Birmingham, a 
sadistle maniac prowled - through. the 
night, mutilating cows and horses. 

Suspicion fell on an apparently 
harmless but somewhat uncouth young 
man. known as George Edaljl. The 
evidence against him seemed absurdly 
weak, Nevertheless, he was sentenced 
to seven years’ penal servitude. 

In 1912 British Justice again made 
one of its more surprising mis-steps. 
A wealthy old woman: was battered to 
death by a mysterious assailant, who, 
soon after he had committed the ‘crime, 
brushed quickly past three witnesses.’ 
The evidence they gave was incon- 
elusive .and contradictory, but the 
police pounced on Oscar Slater, a 
middle-aged German Jew with an un- 
prepossessing privata record, He was 
sentenced first to death, then to life 
imprisonment. ‘ 

Both judicial miscarriages. aroused o 
buzz of controversy, and into the thick 
of each controversy charged Arthur 
Conan Doyle, seated figuratively an a 
white horse and brandishing over his 
bullet head a journalistic broadsword. 
In the end he secured u_ measure of 
justice for both unhappy convicts. 

After all, even by Scotland Yard the 
deductions of the creator of Sherlock 
Holmes could not be disregarded. And 
yet, strangely cnough, in a career that 
as.a whole proved extraordinarily 
happy there were few things that an- © 
noyed him more than the public’s 
hobit of identifying him with His most 
famous character.
